DEVICES OF THE DEVIL. 



A Cleveland Preacher Denoun- 
ces Cards — Theatres and tli«* 
Dance. 

IClevuland Herald.] 

Rev. Dr. Mueller pt cached at the 
Soovill Avenue Methodist Church last 
evening on "Christians and Amuse- 
ment" The sermon consisted of an at- 
tack on modern card-playing, theatres, 
and, above all, dancing, and a brilliant 
appeal to all, especially members of 
churches, his own in particular, end 
Christians of all denoiuutions, to depart 
from the paths of such sin, as many 
have fallen into. Of course, as the 
subject of the discourse signified, it 
was for the special benefit of Christians, 
but naturally, although only applied to 
believers, was intended to reach the 
ears of those who are not professed 
Christians. The church wits crowded 
to HUiYocation to hear this subject dis- 
cussed. 

The purport of the address was that, 
as far as possible, all thoughts of Cod 
and right are banished from the mind 
by these wicked players of cards, visi 
torB to theatres and "inonoonaniacal 
dancers." Christians cannot conscien- 
tiously indulge in such amusements, 
and if they do it is al a sendee of 
principle of religions feeling. There is 
no such thing us servhig t«ogods, and, 
AB a rule, persons who frequent sue 
places and adopt such means of amuse- 
ment as mentioned above are not noted 
for their excessive piety, neither can it 
be expected from them. Another 
principle in this direction is that no 
Christian has any right whatever to 
do unything by which he cannot be dis 
anguished from the more wordly. In 
connection with this the doctor drew 
the fine distinction that for a per- 
son who has the reputation of being a 
professed Christian it looks decidedly 
unchristian to conduct himself in such 
a manner as to stir up against church 
members the reputation of frequenting 
such places of urausement. 

"Why," some one may say, "is it 
possible that man and that woman are 
professed Christians! Why, J seen 
them at the theatre and at dances, and 
I have heard that they play cards." 
Thev of course do not realize that they 
are doing any t iling wrong, but they 
are and other people, if not their own 
selves, notice it in them and talk about 
it. Of course it is a surprising thing 
that persons who consider themselves 
Christians will engage in such amuse- 
ments as wordly people do. I living 
their way, said the doctor, professed 
Christians are really denying the (Jos- 
pel. People who have fallen into the 
error of believing that their only 
amusement is to be gained in a round 
of gayety such as dancing, eurd-phiying 
and theatres are indeed in an error, for 
testimony proves that persons who 
have been reformed from such sin have 
found more peuce and happiness in 
Christian lives. Some people of strong 
temperament can eugago in such world 
ly amusement without any moral harm 
resulting, but different persons are 
differently constituted, and some are 
liable, nay, led from the straight path. 
Although by card playing one can ac- 
quire a certain amount of ingenuity, 
alhtough dancing tends toward graceful- 
ness, and the theatre to a certain kind 
of mind cultivation, there are other 
kinds of amusements that will do the 
name, end here it may be said that 
when one asks: "What harm is there 
in iff" it can lie more truly asked: 
"What good is there in itl" 

It is the modern theatre 

as a whole — persisted the speak 
er, and not any branch of the theatre, 
but as u whole, that exercises a- bane- 
ful influence, and if they could be ban- 
ished society would be benefited by the 
change, for "theatre is not, as has been 



said, an educator of morals, but the 
very reverse. The modern theatre is 
not the representative of legitimate 
drama, and it is as immoral to-day in 
plot and action us it was one hundred 
yearsago. This is not puritanical bigotry 
saiil the doctor, am' it does not require 
a personal coin act with it to onable 
one to see the sin in it, for one need 
not be hanged in order that he may 
have acquired a sutlicient knowledge of 
capital punishment that will enable 
him to write abou* it. 

Public ami promiscuous dancing, 
from personal knowledge as a physic- 
ian, averred Dr. Mueller, is physical- 
ly unhealthy, and more women are in- 
jured by it than in any other way. 
Furthermore, the attractiveness of the 
dance often unsettles one's mind. Per- 
sons may urge the apparent liaimless- 
ness of parlor dancing all they w ish. 
It is merely an introduction to the pub- 
lic dancehouaee, where so many men, 
us well as women, are almost daily 
ruined, ttnd the innocent square dances 
are but a prelude to the fearful and 
much apposed round dance that is the 
serpent that kills so many pure and 
unsuspecting girls. We mus' have ei 
ereise and amusement, it is said. Well 
ami good; but let it be obtained in 
some less dangerous way, and tlioy are 
to be pitied who limit themselves in 
their means of obtaining the much- 
needed exercise and amusement to the 
three evils — card-piayint;, theatres and 
dancing.

TlicTelectric light is doubtless to be tbu 
light of tin; future, and is fast becoming 
tlit; light of tbu present, in spite of sunn 
short comings iusepariible from the present 
crude development of its capabilities, limi- 
ted by our imperfect elementary knowledge 
of electric science. It has »ur\ived u fair 
tight with gus. though perhaps luituinnlly ii 
is not so econoinicul, but the beuuty of the 
light and its capability of illuminating wide 
areas more than make up for the slight dif- 
ference in cost. Many of us have read the 
tide of "The inau without a shadow, " but 
the trouble with the electric light is, not- 
withstanding its elevation, that buildings of 
any height cause it to throw very strong 
shadows, sometimes over a whole street; 
but this is not the fault of the light, but 
rather arises from an iusutticieiiey of point-, 
of illumination. As already stated in for- 
mor articles, high lights anil low lights have 
each separate advantages, and n is impos- 
sible to combine them in either one system 
or the other. The electric light penetrates 
over wide areas and casts strong shadows 
where buildings intervene, while the gas 
light has the advantage t>( being adapted to 
any locality, though its lighl is comparative- 
ly feeble and purely l.'i.al. The perfect 
street illumination of the future will prob- 
ably combine the loft) electric light with 
the lid i sou lamp-, for ilill'null localities 
where strong shadows are cast . As regards 
the electric light itself, n will no doubl un- 
dergo a course of i ontinnotis improvement 
which will probably have no end, Loth as 
regards the simpler and more economical 
production of electricity and its application 
to illuminating ami other purposes, 
when we think of the thousands of minds 
that are at present concentrated on these 
subjects it is impossible t" foresee what a 
day may bring forth; the present cumbrous 
dyuumo-machine and its attendant steam- 
engine are, indeed, probablj .1. -line, I \, l„ - 
come mechanical curositic* in tin museums 
of our descendants. One of the inosl pro- 
gressive steps that Victoria ever look was 
the adoption uf the electric light, and n was 
rather a daring one, in face of the conflict 
ing statements and experiences whi. Ii pit- I 
vailed in regard to it.aud though fr, nil the ceo- I 
nouiicai cuuditloUn of its ilitlv.diu-tio::, ;;::.! 
from other causes, it was not altogether satis- 
factory, its rays uot only illuminated the city j 
but penetrated on even hand much furtliel 
thau many people thought. Two or three 
years ago it was the universal opinion both 
in California and the Sound that Victoria | 
was a city that was finished; a comfortable 
Uioss-grown place where a ipiiet man might | 
hope to spend his last days, ami people, 
were cautioned .".gainst it as a something 
outside the pale of progress. There need j 
belittle hesitation in saving that the litlop- 
tion of the electric light bj the city had no 
mean influence in dispelling this idea. 
"Why, Victoria is going to have the electric 
light!" was repeated everywhere, ami there . 
is little doubt that it had 'a favorable effect 
in a commercial sense. V bo knows, more- 
over, how much the purchase of "Juuibo" 
and the rock-crusher, may not have added 
to our fame as an adventurous and enter- 
prising people, and while we have heell 
wrangling over every stone that "•Itunbo" 
has broken, and every hole the steam-drill 
has made, we have never thought for a 
moment of the envy with which we may 
have been regarded by our neighbors, Itut 
to return to our subject. At first the electric 
light was received with some f elings of dis- 
appointment and prejudice among many, 
aud more was expected from it than could 
be performed by am light iindei heaven 
except the sun. It was, moreover, ven un- 
like the old gas light which people were ac- 
customed to, and worse than all owing to its 
limited application, it left portions of Fort 
street, Wharf street and stole street in a 
state of darkness visible. Other portions 
of the city, however, were well lighted, and 
its superiority in lighting the suburbs, 
which had hitherto been in darkness on 
moonless nights, wa-i apparent, hut unfor- 
tunately the light form sonic calls, or other, 
was at times very une<|tial in it- perfor- 
mances. It was this tact and the dissatis- 
faction arising from it. which no doubt 
largely influenced the city council in their 
desire to bring the light under the manage- 
ment of the corporation, the more so, as 
they had no scientific test to del, rmiue how 
far the light deviated Irom the standard or 
what the standard was. Bui there were 
even more important advantages uigetl in 
the purchase of the light by the corpora- 
tion, and one of these was tin saving of 
the profits of the company, estimated at tin- 
rate of $3.0011 per annum, which, ii was 
stated could be devoted to providing extra 
lights. It became evident thai the light 
with all its shortcomings had worked its 
way into public favor, and to- oiu talked .-f 
returning to lighting tin; < ■ i t y with gas. A 
resolution b\ Coun Wrigb-sworth was at 
last carried in the council t<> tin i Heel that 
the contractor for the electric ligbl be given 
the required notice thai the cit\ intended to 
purchase the plant. This was followed last 
Wednesday .-veiling by the city council re- 
ceiving a reply from tin i-li-, trie b.dit com- 
pany stating their willingiiu> s to male over 
their plant to the corporation in accordance 
with the hj -law . I'pon this Conn I ><■« en 
moved that the comintiuication be refi m d 
to the electric light committee, and thai the 
finance committee be empowered to provide 
the purchase money ; and also that lie- city 
barrister be instructed to prepare the m ees- 
sary documents. When the electric light 
has been turned over to t In city, it will no 
doubt undergo considerable improvement, 
and it is certainly the wish of everybody 
that the wisdom of the measure will he con- 
firmed by the radiant experiences ol the 
future. 



A c'u.NsIIiKRation of the growing power 
nf the republic of Chili consumes a very 
interesting article in the Atlantic Monthly 
for July. Ever since the achievement of 
their independence m the early part of the 
present, century the Chilians have bIiowii 
themselves a brave and vigorous race, but 
it is since. 1879 that their belligerency aud 
aggressiveness have been moat conspicu 
oils. Pure morality must condemn the 
luatnf conquest winch marked the conclu- 
sion of the war against Bolivia and IVru, 
and deprived those states of their richest 
possessions; but it must be remembered 
that Peru was the aggressor, and it is im- 
possible not to recognize with something 
like admiration the yialitios which are 
rapidly making the Chilians the dominant 
power in South America. Within five 
years after the breaking out of war thai 
small republic with a territory about as large 
as Dakota and a population of not more 
than three millions vanquished two states 
each of which was to all appearance aa 
powerful as horself, and of one of which 
only a long and bloody war r ivealed the 
inferiority, cut one of these off from the 
seaboord altogether, and deprived the 
other of the inexhaustible wealth of her 
guano and nitrate beds, and finally. having 
gained hor purpose in that direction ad- 
ministered a snub to the United States, 
telluag its representative that she would 
goto war rather than brook interference 
in her treatment of conquered Peru. 



CHOLERA COMING WEST. 

The outbreak of cholera in Toulon, 
France, which has been chronicled in our 
dispatches, will naturally give rise to the 
probable journeying of the plague west- 
ward. It is known that Asiatic cholera 
of the worst typo has been prevalent in 
India for some time, though its ravages 
have been circumscribed. The progress 
of the plague was supposed to be stopped, 
until now it is found firmly intrenched in a 
leading .Mediterranean seaport of France. 
Toulon, at last reports, contained between 
70,000 and 80,000 inhabitants, and of this 
number the dispatches say a tenth lied the 
city in otic day. This incident affords 
some indication of the panic which set in 
when it was known that the scourge had 
really broken out. It also shows the 
great difficulty which the authorities will 
experience in enforcing quarantine regu- 
lations, and thus preventing the disease 
from making further headway. The 
cholera is now raging at Marseilles, the 
great southern marine depot sf France, 
and the landing place in Europe for all 
the Indian and Mediterranean overland 
traffic. It is there that the liritish mails 
from India and the East are lauded, and 
it is safe to say that, the fact of the prev- 
alence of the worst type of cholera at thi8 
city will not be reassuring to the British 
public. Judging by past experience, only 
by the most energetic and thorough pre- 
cautions can the spread of cholera west- 
ward be prevented. If Great Britain is 
attacked it will be hard to keep the plague 
on that side of the Atlantic, so intimate 
are the passenger and trade relations of 
(.treat Britain aud America. The viru- 
lence of the outbreak at Toulon is said to 
be attributable to the tilthiness of the city, 
though the place ill the past has borne a 
good name. Ii stands upon ground which 
rises gradually from the sea, and is shel- 
tered by a rulge of mountains extending 
round the hay. There cannot be a doubt 
that cleanliness and regularity of habits 
are two of the best antidotes of cholera, 
and it is incumbent oil all as individuals 
and as a corporation that we have our own 
city fortified against tins terrible plague by 
taking care that everything is put in the 
purest condition possible. A dispatch the 
other day stated that a cure for cholera 
had been found in the inhaling of pure 
oxygen, and it is .sincerely to be hoped 
that such a specific has been discovered. 

Till': THltoNE OF HOLLAND. 

Holland is a very small Country, and 
the lug country lying to the east would 
evidently like t.. swallow her up. The 
condition of affairs ill the land of dykes, 
just now, sc. -ins very discouraging. The 
Prince ol Orange, the heir to the throne,

But Bismarck has his eye 
upon them, and he has notified the other 
European powers, that in case the regency 
falls upon the minor princess, (Jeriuany 
ai nit; is entitled to arrange matters in the 
country, as belonging to the same race as 
the Butch, This is exactly what the peo- 
ple of the Netherlands wish to avoid. 
They fear that if Germany once got their 
little country into her clutches she would 
Hot he Very willing to let go.

That there are im- 
moral practices, debasing habits and c >n- 
tagious diseases, peculiar to tins people, 
which they have already introduced to an 
alarming extent upon the co 'tineiit, and 
agamat which we have a r i l; I » t to defend 
ourselves and our children.

TURED ABOVE YALE. 



A British Columbia Gorilla. 

(Correspondence of The Colonist). 

Yale, B. C, July 3rd, 1882. 
In the immediate vicinity uf No. 4 tun- 
nel, situated some twenty miles above 
this village, are bluffs of rook which huve 
hitherto boon uiiaurmouiitable,but on Mon 
day morning last wore successfully scaled 
by Mr. Ondurdonk's employes on the reg - 
ular train from Lytton. Assisted by Mr. 
Coaterton, the British Columbia Express 
Company's messenger, and a number of 
gentlemen from Lytton and points east of 
that place Who, after considerable trouble 
and perilous climbing, succeeded in cap- 
turing a creature which may truly bo call- 
ed half man and half beast. "Jlicko," us 
the creature has been called by his cap 
turers, is something of the gorilla type 
standing about four feet seven inches in 
height and weighing 127 pounds. Ha has 
long, black, strong hair and resembles a 
human being with one exception, his en- 
tire body, excepting his hands, (i>r paws) 
and feel are covel ed u it li glossy hair about 
one inch long. His fore aim is much long- 
er than a man's lore arm, ami he possesses 
extraordinary strength, as he will lake hold 
of a stick and break it by wrenching or 
twistlni! ii, which no man living could 
break in the same way. Since his capture 
he is very reticent , only occasionally ut- 
tering a noise which Is half bark and half 
growl lie is, however, becoming daily 
more attached to his keeper, Mr. ( leor^o 
Tilbury, of this place, who proposes short- 
ly starling for Loudon, Llnglund, tu ox 
dibit him. His favotite food so far is 
berries, and lie drinks fresh milk with 
evident relish. Ly advice of Dr Httiiniiig- 
ton raw meats have been withheld from 
Jacko, as the doctor thinks it would huve 
a tendency to make him savage The mode 
of capture was as follows: Ned Austin, the 
engineer, on coming in siglu id the bin If 
at the eastern end of the No. 4 tunnel 
saw what he supposed to he a man lying 
asleep in close proximity t i the track, and 
as quick a.s thought blew tile signal to ap 
ply the brakes. The brakes were instantly 
applied, and in a few seconds the train was 
broiighl to a standstill. At this moment 
thu supposed man sprain; up, and littering 
a sharp ipi ick bark began to ciitii'u the 
steep bluff Conductor It. .1. Craig and 
Kxnress Messenger Costert on, followed by 
the baggageman and brakesmen, jumped 
from I he- train and knowing they were 
some twenty minutes ahead of tune Hit 
mediately gave chase. After live minutes 
of perilous climbing the thou supposed de- 
mented lndi in was corralled on a project 
liio shelf of rock where lie could neither 
asstiid nor descend, The query now was 
how to capture him alive, which was 
quickly decided by Mr.Craiy, who crawled i 
on his hands and knees until he was about 
foi iy feet above the creature. Taking a 
small piece of loose rock he let it fall and i 
it had the desired effect of rendering poor 
Jacko incapable of resistance for a tune at 
least.
